but I muft bev ‘eave to appeal to gen- 
tlemens attention and humanity, what 
an infignificant, mlufficient, totally ina- 
dequate pittance, is two fhillings a-day, 
for an officer who bears the King’s com- 
million, to fubfift upon. —Is there a foot- 
man, is there a ftable-boy in any gentle- 
man’s family, who, from one confidera- 
tion or other, has not more to maintain 
himfelf? ——Sir, it is too melancholy a 
{cene to dwell upon. — I could lav betore 
you many very diftretling fienes, but I 
will not take up vour time, as bufinefs of 
fuch great confequence is now coming 
on: but, Sir, I believe fcenes of the 
ciftrefles that are fuffered by thefe brave, 
delerving officers, are too frequent in e- 
very county of England, not to be known 
to every gentleman prefent, and make it 
evident, how neceffary it is to give them 
fome immedic-e and effeftual relief. 

Sir, it was infinuated the other day, 
when I gave notice of this motion, that 
it would open a door to more reprefenta- 
tions, more claims and folicitations of 
this kind; that there would be more ap- 
plications, and that this imght be of bad 
confequence. ——In the name of God, 
Sir, are thefe reafons founded on equity, 
compsflion, or principles of cammon ju- 
fice Arefuch as thefe to invalidate 
what I have urged? —Sha!l we be afraid 
to-day of doing what we know to be an 
a&t of juftice, left we thould be afked to 
do another att of juftice to-morrow? I 
never heard fuch realons ia private life; 
T bope thell not bea: them ferioufly ur- 
red in public hfe. —But, Sir, will go 
farther; IT will be candid enough to fay, 
that I do not mean to {hut the door here. 
No, Sir; bring me any ca‘es fimilar to 
thefe I reprefent to you, aud I will pive 
«ll the afliftance I can towards obtaining 
redrets. But, Sir, I would endeavour 
io avoid all compariions ; they are ever 
odious; but in this cafe they are particu- 
larly to be avoided. —— But let pentie- 
men recolle&, that Lieutenants in the 
Navy are not, like muthrooms, to be 
bred in.a night: they muft be of a cer- 
tain ape before they go to fea; muft be 
fix years there before they can paf: for 
Lieutenants, and many of them many 
more before they can obtain a comimi- 
fon; and go through very hard tervice 
too, before they can be qualified or in- 
tiled to a rank that can make them of 
uie. Sir, I take this corps, on a me- 
dium, to be upwards of ten years betore

they are Licutenants; and, on the fame 
calculation, they are one and twenty 
years before they can get upon the two 
fhillings and fixpenny lift, which confitts 
of the 130 fenior. Tell me where 
the fervice is that equals this. —— Sir, 
I will go no further: I honour and re- 
{pect the gentlemen of the land-fervice 5 
I know the value of them, and am happy 
that I have been often a witnels to their 
preat unanimity and cordiality : and there- 
fore, whenever their diftrefles are proved 
to be as great as thofe I now reprefent, 
I fhall be equally zealous and aétive in 
their behalf. ~I think the neceflities of 
the one may be pleaded, and the princi- 
ples for redrefs {upported, on principles 
very different from the other.

An extradt from the Memorial for the prs 
blifvers of the Scots Magazine. {344.], 


— The memorialifts, ever fince the 
commencement of their Magazine, had 
occafien to obferve, ihat the ex) ediency 
of matters depending in parlian ent wae 
in ufe to be examined, in publications 
of the fame kind, with the utmoft free- 
dom. They likewile obferved, that af- 
ter laws were palkd, they were tlill fab- 
jected to the fame examination, and that 
every perfon thought hinfelf at liberty to 
declare his opinion upon their iuftice or 
expediency, their tendency to promote 
the good of fubjets, or to affect the 
confiitution, or hurt the welfare of the 
ftate. Of this the marriape-att, the aée 
for naturalizing the Jews, the cyder-act, 
and the aéts that lave pafled of late, 
with reyard to America, afford notable 
inftances. 

They had alfo occafion to fee the mea- 
fures of governinent made the {ubjé@ of 
pamphlets, letters, and efiays, in com- 
mon news-papers, almoit every day; 
to eblerve them treated, fometimes with 
edulatory praife, at other times with e- 
ven acrimonious difapprobstion. OF this 
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412 Defence of the Scots Magazine, 


it ts needlefs to mention inftances. The 
infinity of publications with regard to 
the tranfa‘tions of the lete war, the o- 
perations of government at the time of 
the tresty of peace, and fince it was 
concluded, and the ditpenfing power of 
the crown, are freth in the remembrance 
of every perion. 

They had likewife feen the proceedings 
of courts of Jaw taken under coniijera- 
tion; and had oblerved the merits of 
quettions even in dependence treated 
with the utmott freedom; witnels the 
many publications relative to the que- 
fiion of general warrant, when proiccu- 
tions were depending, againft perfons im 
the hipheft rank and itations, before the 
courts in Wetiminfter-Ffall.

And as it naturally occurred to them, 
that every man was at liberty to {peak 
and write of what it was his privilege 
to hear and fee, fo they were confirmed 
in this opinion, by obferving in the news. 
papers [117.] an edict lately publiflied in 
a northern kingdom; by which every 
perfon is allowed to demand from the 
courts of juftice a communication of their 
regifters or journals wherein the decifion 
of caules is entered; and oblige them to 
print the fame, either entire, or by as 
bridzement, together with the opinion 
which each perfon delivered in the de- 
bate, and, in particular, the decifions of 
the judges. Way, fo little doubt had 
they of the lawfulnefs of writing cone 
cerning matters in dependence before a 
court of juftice, that, in a former Maga- 
zine, they, by a note |85.], invited e- 
very perion to point out any thing, in 
fact or arpument, in the Douglas caule, 
thet might have efcaped the notice of the 
counlel emnloyed on either fide. 

They were, however, at the fame time 
contcious, that the liberty of the prefs, 
when carried too far, might degenerate 
into licentioufnels and fecition. They 
knew, that libek, either againft povern- 
ment or privete indivicuals, ought to be 
feverely punithed ; and they were fatif- 
fie’, that the publifhing any cifrelpeétful 
reflections upon the proceedings of the 
courts of law merited tigh animadver- 
fion: they therefore refolved to abftain 
from every thing of thet nature; and to 
offer to the public only what they thought 
themlelves intitled to pubitth, and what 


they thought the public intitled to read, 
or be informed of. 

Such were the memorizlifts fentiments 
of thefe mutters when they received the 
letter from Peithfhire, which they pu- 
biithed in their Magazine for May laft. 
Upen perufing it, they confidered it to 


pannel, and affize, and all others; and no 
potion or pertons thal! prefume to ipeak, 
unleis he be defircd, or interrupt or difturb 
the court by nome, or any other manner of 
way, under the pain of being fent to prifon, 
and fined at the judges diferetion, as they 
fhall chink fitting, eny law or cufiom to the 
conuary hereof notwithftanding ; declaring 
always, That in cafes of rape, adultery, and 
the ke, the faid commiflioners may conte 
nuc theirfoimer ufe and evfiem, by cavfing 
remove all perfons, except parties and pro- 
curators, at the leading ot thé probation, 3% 
they thall tee caute. Wilh Mer. park 
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Aug. 1767 
be the produ@ion of a wild and fanciful 
imagination, unver‘ed in the forms and 
rules of procedure in courts of juttice. 
It cid not however occur to them that it 
contained any thing ditrefpedtiul to the 
court, or injurious to the parties: And 
as they imagined it meht fuit the talte 
of fome of their reeders, they did not 
fulpect that any fault would be found 
with them for pubdlithing it. 

If, however, they have been under a 
milapprehenfion in this particular, they 
are extremely forry for it. The invita- 
tion given by them in a former Maga- 
zine, demonftrates that they did not 
think it in the leaft improper to publith 
any obfervations they might receive from 
their correipondents, relative to a caule 
that was depending before the court: 
aud they can with the preateit truth af- 
firm, that the throwing out any thing 
difrelpeéttul to your Lordfhips, or inju- 
rious to fuitors or pra¢titioners before the 
court, was the farthe(t from their inten- 
tion. 

The memorialifts are unwilling to de- 
tain your Lordfhips. The corpus delicti 
is in your hands. If upon perufing it 
with attention you fhall be of opinion, 
that in publifhing it to the world they 
have not tranfprefled the bounds of the 
jult liberty of the prefs, your known ju- 
tice wil induce you to ditmifs them im- 
nediately from the bar. If, on the o- 
ther hand, your Lordthips fhali be of o- 
pidion, thet they have entertained high- 
er notions of that Iberty than the laws 
cr the land will admit, and. that they 
hove been to blame in this publication, 
they are hopeful that you will impute 
their tran{greffion, not to any wilful ine 
tention to offind, but to their ignorance 
anc miapprehenfien of the law, as its 
only caufe.

Whe Examination of Dr Benjamin Franklin, 


among the vumber of queftions 
put to this American patriot, thefol- 

Owing, with his anfwers, are feleéted. 
Q. What was the temper of America 

towards G, Britain before the year 1763? 
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A. The beit in the world. They fub« 
mitted willinuly to the government of 
the crown, and paid, in all their courts, 
obedience to atts of parliament. Numes 
rous as the people are in the feveral old 
provmces, they coft you nothing in forts, 
citadels, gurrilons, or armies, to keep 
them in fubjection. They were govern- 
ed by this country at the expence only of 
a little pen, ink, and paper. ‘They were 
led by a thread. They had not only a 
re{pect, but an affection, for G. Britain, 
for its laws, its cuttoms, and manners, 
and even a fondnels for its fafhions, that 
greatly increaled the commerce. Na- 
tives of Britain were always treated with 
particular regard; to be an Old-England- 
man was, of ittelf; a character of fome 
reipe@, and gave a kind of rank among 
Us. 

Q. And what is their temper now? 

A. O! very much aliered. 

Q. Did you ever hear the authority 
of parliament to make laws tor America 
quettioned till lately ? I 

A. The authority of parliament was al- 
lowed to be valid in all laws, except fuch 
as fhould lay internal taxes. It was ne~ 
ver dilputed in laying duties to regulaie 


‘commerce. 


Q. In what proportion hath population 
increafed in Arnerica ? 

A. I think the inhabitants of all the 
provinces together, taken at a mediuny 
double in about twenty five years. But 
their demand for Britith manufadtares in- 
creafes much failer; as the coniumption 
is Hot Merely in proportion to thei vume 
bers, but grows with the growing abili- 
ties of the fame numbers tu pay jor them. 
In 1723, the whole importation from 
Britain to Penivivania, was but avout 
15,000}. Sterling; it is new near half a 
nillion. | 

Q. In what light did the people of A- 
merica ue to conhder the parliament of 
G. Britain ? 

A. They confidered the parliament as 
the great bulwark and feewrty of their 
liberties and privileges, and always {poke 
of it with the utmott refpect and venera- 
tion. Arbitrary nivifters, they thought, 
night polny, at times, attempt Lo ops 
prefs them; but they rehed on it, that 
the parliament, on applicetion, would 
always give redrets. remembered, 
With gratitude, a itrong imitunce of this, 
when a bill was brought into parliament, 
with a clavfe, to make royal initructions 
laws in the colonies, which the, lioule of 
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Commons would not pafs, and it was 
thrown out. 

Q. And have they not ftill the fame 
refpee for parliament ? 

A. No; it is preatly leffened. 

Q. To what caufes is that owing? 

A. To a concurrence of caufes: the 
reftraints lately laid on their trade, by 
which the bringing of foreign gold and 
filver into the colonies was prevented ; 
the prohibition of making paper-money 
among themielves; and then demanding 
a new and heavy tax by dtamps ; taking 
away, at the fame time, trials by juries, 
and refufing to receive and hear their 
humble petitions. 

Q. Don’t you think they would fubmit 
to the ftamp-aét, if it was modified, the 
obnoxious parts taken out, and the duty 
reduced to tome particulars of {imal} moe 
ment ? 

A. No; they will never fubmit to it. 

Q. What do you think is the reafon 
that the people of America increafe fait- 
er than in England ? 

A. Becaufe they marry younger, and 
more generally. 

Q. Why fo? 

A. Becaule any young couple that are 
induitrious, may eafily obtain land of 
their own, on which they can raife a fa- 
mily. 

Q. Are not the lower rank of people 
more at their eafe in America than in 
England ? 

A. They may be fo, if they are fober 
and diligent, as they are better paid tor 
their labour. 

Q. What is your opinion of a future 
tax, impofed on the iame principle with 
that of the ttamp-aci; how would the A- 
mericans receive it? 

A. Juft as they do this. 
pay it. 

Q. Have not you heard of the refolu- 
tions of this boule, and of the houte of 
Lords, aflerting the right of parliament 
relating to Americe, including a power 
to tax the people there ? 

A. Yes, I have beard of fuch refolu- 
hons. 

Q. What will be the opinion of the 
Americans on thefe refolutions ? 

A. They will think them uncontftitu- 
tional and unjuit. 

Q. Was it an opinion in America be- 
fore 1763, that the parliement had no 
right to lay taxes and cuties there ? 

A. I never heard any objeétion to the 
right of laying Cuties to iegulate com- 


They would 
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merce; but a right to lay internal taxes 
was never (uppoled to be in parliament, 
as we are not reprefented there. 

Q. On what do you found your Opi- 
nion that the people in America made 
any fuch diftinétion ? 

A. I know that whenever the fubjea 
has occurred in converfation where I have 
been prefent, it has appeared to be the o- 
served every one, that we could not 

taxed in a parliament where we were 
not reprefented. But the payment of 
duties laid by aét of parliament, as re- 
gulations of commerce, was never difpu- 
ted. 


Q. But can you name any aét of af.', 


fenubly, or public act of any of your go. 
vernments, that made fuch diftin@ion ? 
A. I do not know that there was any; 
I think there was never an occafion to 
make any fuch ad, till now that you 
have attempted to tax us ; that has occa- 
fioned refolutions of etlembly, declaring 
the diitinction ; in which I think every 
aflembly on the continent, and every 
member in everyjailembly, have been un 
anunous. 
Q. What then could occafion conver- 
{ations on that fubje@ before that time? 
A. There was in 1754 a propofition 
made, (I think it came from hence), that 
in cafe of a war, which was then appre- 
hended, the governors of the colonies 
{hould meet, and order the levying of 
troops, building of forts, and taking e- 
very other neceffary meafure for the ge- 
neral defence; and fhould draw on the 
treafury here for the fums expended, 
which were afterwards to be raifed in 
the colonies by a general tax, to be laid 
on then by act of parliament. This oc- 
cafioned « good deal of converfation om 
the iu’ ject; and the general opinion was, 
that the parliament neither would nor 
could lay anv tax on us, till we were du- 
ly reprefented in parliament, becaufe it 
was not jutt, nor agreeable to the nature 
of av Evglith conititution. [xxvitl. 29. 

Q. In cate a governor, aéting by 
fruition, fhould call on an aflembly to 
raile the neceflary fupplies, and the 
afcmbly flould refufe to do it, do you not 
think it would then be for the good of the 
people of the colony, 2s well as neceflary 
to government, that the parliament 
tax them ? 

A. I do not think it would be nect 
fay. If an aflembly could poflibly be # 
al furd as to refufe raifing the fupplies 
guifite for the maintenance © govern: 
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ment among them, they could not long 
remain in fuch a fitwation ; the diforders 
and confufion occafioned by it muft foon 
bring them to reafon. 

Q. If it fhouid not, ought not the 
right e be in G. Britain of applying a re- 
medy ! 

z A cight only to be ufed in fuch a 
cafe, I fhould have no objection to, fup- 
poling it to be ufed merely for the good 
of the people of the colony. 

Q. But who is to judge of that, Bri- 
tain or the colony ? 

A. Thofe that feel can beft judge. 

Q. You fay the colonies have always 
{ubmitted to external taxes, and obje& 
to the right of parliament only in laying 
internal taxes; now can you fhew that 
there is any kind of difference between 
the two taxes to the colony on which 
they may be laid ? 

A. I think the difference is very great 
[xxviili. 171.]. An external tax is a du- 
ty laid on commodities imported ; that 
cuty is added to the firft coft, and other 
ch rges on the commodity, and when it 
is offered to fale, makes a part of the 
pre. If the people do not Ike it at 
thet price, they refufe it; they are not 
obliped to pay it. But an internal tax 
is forced from the people without their 
conient, if not laid by their own repre- 
fertaves, The ftamp-a@ fays, we thall 
have no commerce, make no exchange of 
pr ierty with each other, neither pur- 
chale nor grant, nor recover debts; we 
fhall neither marry, nor m-ke our wills; 
unl{s we pay fuch and fuch fums: and 
tius itis intended to extort our money 
from us, or ruin us by the confequences 
of refufine to pay it. 

Q But fupp: fing the internal tax or 
ut) to ve Isid on the neceflaries of life 
imported into vour colony, will not that 
be the fam+ thing in its effets as an in- 
ternal tax? 

A. I do not know a fingle article im- 
ported into the northern colonies, but 
wh t they can either do without, or make 
themlelves, 

Q Don’t you think cloth from Eng- 
land abfolutely neceflary to them ? 

A. No, by no means abfolutely necef- 
farv ; with induftry and good management 
they may very well fupply themfelves with 
all they want, 

Q. Will it not take a long-time to e- 

ablifh that manufa@ture among them; 


and muft they not in the mean while fuf- 
fer greatly ? 
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A. I think not. They have made a 
furprifing progrefs already. And I am of 
opinion, that before their old cloaths are 
worn out, they will have new ones of 
theie own making. 

Q. Can they poffibly find wool enough 
in North America ? 

A. They have taken fteps to increafe 
the wool. They entered into general 
combinations to eat no more lamb, and 
very few lambs were killed lait year. 
This courfe perfifted,in, will foon make a 
prodigious difference in the quantity of 
wool. And the eftablifhing of great ma- 
nufaétories, like thofe in the clothing- 
towns here, is not neceffary, as it is where 
the bufine(s is to be carried on for the 
purpofes of trade. The people will alf 
fpin, and work for themfelves, in their 
own houtes. 

Q. Can there be wool and manufaéture 
enough in one or two years ? 

A. In three years, I think, there may. 

Q. Does not the feverity of the win- 
ter, in the northern colonies, occafion 
the wool to be of bad quality ? 

A. No; the wool is very fine and good. 

Q. In the more fouthern colonies, as 
in Virginia, don’t you know that the 
wool is coarfe, and only a kind of hair? 

A. I don’t know it. I never heard it. 
Yet I have been fometimes in Virginia. 
I cannot fay I ever took particular notice 
of the wool there, but I believe it is 
good, though I cannot {peak pofitively 
of it; but Virpinia, and the colonies 
fouth of it, have lefs occafion for wool; 
their winters are fhort, and not very fe- 
vere, and theycan very well clothe them- 
felves with linen and cotton of their own 
raifing for the refi of the year. 

Q. Are not the people in the more 
northern colonies obliged to fodder their 
fheep all the winter? 

A. In fome of the moft northern coe 
lonies they may be obliged to do it fome 
part of the winter. 

Q. Confidering the refolutions of par- 
liament, as to the right, do you think, 
if the ftamp-aét is repealed, that the 
North-Americans will be fatisfied ? 

A. I believe they will. 

Q. Why do youthink fo? 

A. I think the refolutions of right will 
give them very little concern, if they 
are never attempted to be carried inte 
practice. The colonies will probably con- 
fider themfelves in the fame fitvation, in 
that refpea, with Ireland : they know you 
claim the fame right with regard to Iree 
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land, but yoo mever exercife it. And 
they mpy believe you never will exercile 
it in the colonies, any more than in Ire- 
land, unlefs on fome very extraordinary 
occafion. 

Q. But who are to be the judges of 
that extraordinary occafion? Is not the 
parliament ? 

A. Though the parliament may judge 
of the occafion, the people will think it 
can never exercife fuch right, ull repre- 
fentatives from the colonies are aomitted 
into parliament, and that whenever the 
occafion arifes, reprefentatives will be ore 
dered. 

Q. Did you never hear that Maryland, 
éuring the lait wer, had cetufed to fur- 
nith a quota towards the comnmon de- 
fence ? 

A. Maryland has been much mifrepre- 
fented in thet matter. Maryland, to my 
knowledge, never refufed to contribute, 
or grant aids to the crown. The aflem- 
blies everv year, during the war, voted 
confiderable fums, and formed bills to 
raile them. The bilis were, according 
to the conilitution of that province, fent 
up to the council or upper houfe, for 
concurrence, that they might be prefent- 
ed to the povernor, in order to be en- 
acted into laws. Unhappy ditputes be- 
tween the two houles arifing, from the 
defects of that conititution principally, 
rendered all the bills but one or two ab- 
ortive. The proprietary’s council rejedt- 
ed them. Jt is true, Maryland did not 
contribute its proportion: but it was, in 
my opinion, the fauit of the government, 
Not of the people. 

Q. Was it not talked of in the other 
provinces as a preper meaiure fo anpiy to 
parliament to compel them ? 

A. I Wave beard loch dileourfe; but as 
it was well known, that the people were 
not to blaine, no tuch application was e- 
ver made, nor any ftep taken towards it. 

Q. Was it not propoled at a pudlic 
meeting? 

A. Not, that J know of. 

Do you remein der the abolithing of 
the paper-currency in New Engiand, by 
att of aflembiv? 

A. Ido remember iis being abolifhed 
ip the Maffachufetts bay. 

Was not Lt Gov. Hutchiton prin- 
Gipaily concerned in that irandattion ? 

As LT have beard fo. 

Q. Was it not at that time a very un- 
popular iaw? 

- A. oeleve jt might, though I can (ay 


little about it, as I lived at.a diftance 
from that province. 

Q. Was not the fcarcity of ‘gold ang 
filver an argument ufed againft aboli (hing 
paper ? 

A. I fuppofe it was, ze 

. What is the prefent opinion there 
of that law? Is it asun as it was 
at firft ? 

A. I think it is net. 

Q. Have not inftrwaions from hence 
becn fometimes fent ever to LOvernors 
highly oppreflive and unpolitical ? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Have not fome governors difpented 
with them for that reafon? 

A. Yes, I have heard fo. 

Q. Did the Americans ever difpyte the 
controuling power of parliament to regy- 
late the commerce ? 

A. No. 

Q. Can any thing lefs than a military 
force carry the {tamp-aét into execution? 

A, I do not fee how a military force 
can be applied to that purpofe, 

Q. Why may it not? 

A. Suppofe a military force fent into 
America, they wiil find no body in arms: 
what are they then to do? They can-, 
not force a man to take ftamps who chu» 
fes to do without them. They will not 
find a rebellion; they may indeed make 
one. 

Q. If the aé& is not repealed, what do 
you think will be the confequences ? 

A. A total lofs of the refpe& and af: 
fection the people of America bear to this 
country, and of all the commerce that 
depends on that reipeét and affe@ion. 

Q. How can the cominerce be affected? 

A. You will find, that if the a@ is not 
repe.lec, they will take verv little of 
your manufaétures in a fhort time. — 

Q. Is it in their power to do without 
thein? 

A. I think they may very well do with 
out them, 

Q. Isittheir intereft not to take them! 

A. The goods they take from Brita 
are either neceffaries, mere convemiels 
cies, or fuperfuities. The firft, as clotly 
esc. with a little indufiry, they can make 
at home; the fecond, they can do with 
out, till they are able to provide theo 
among themlelves; and the laft, whe" 
are much the greateft part, they 
firike off immediately. They are mer 
articles of fathion, purchafed and conti 
med becaufe the faflion in a relpe 
country, but will now be detelted and 
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rejected. The people have already ftruck 
of. by general agreement, the ule of all 
oouds fafhionable in mournings; and ma- 
ny thoufand pounds worth are fent back 
as unfaleable. 

Q. Is it their interefi to make cloth at 
home ? 

A. I think they may at prefent get it 
cheaper from Britain, I mean of the fame 
and neatmefs of workmanthip ; 
Lut when one confiders other circumftan- 
ces, the reftraints on their trade, and 
the cificulty of making remittances, it is 
their intereft to make every thing. 

Q. Suppofe an aét of internal regula- 
tions conneéted with a tax, how would 
they receive it ? 

A. I think it would be objected to. 

©. Then no regulation with a tax 
would be fabmitted to ? 

A. Their opinion is, that when aids to 
the crown are wanted, they are to be 
atked of the feveral aflemblies, according 
to the old eftablifhed ulape, will, 
as they always have done, prant them 
frecly : and that their monev ought not 
to be piven away, without their confent, 
by perfons at a diftance, unacquainted 
with their circumftances and abilities.

There are more than two thoufand exa- 
minab'e perioms in this parith; a cure far 
fuperior to the abilities of the moft ro- 
buft and ftrongelt of men; confequently, 
ignorance mutt prevail, to the highett 
degree, in fuch a parifh as this: anJ 
many fimilar to it are in the Highlands 
and Iftlands. Anu inft.nce of this affertion 
was lutd before the laft aflembly: A 
young woman at the point of death, a- 
ped fixteen, was afked, if {he had any no- 
tion of a God and Saviour ? She faid; 
‘6 She hoped there was a God, and he 
would have mercy upon her; but never 
heard of a Saviour, nor never heard a 
fermon preached, nor a chapter of the 
Bible read in her hfe.” Thus ionorant 
fhe died the next doy. To thefe remote 
and ignorant places, the pentlemen ale 
ready mentioned fhould betake them- 
felves, ond endeavour to bring people 
from darknefs into light, by attempting 
to {pread the gofpel into fuch dark core 
ners, let the diffliulty be ever fo rreat, 
it needs not be told men of literature 
and piety, that the more of this they fur- 
mount, the greater ts their merit.

upper lake is entirely furrounded by fy. 
pendous hills, and there are but few 
places whereat you can with any fafety 
put athore. The torrents that pour dowy 
on every hand with amazing impetuofity, 
contribute much to the magnificence of 
the landicape. After preat rains, you 
fee them in the higheft perfeAion, One 
of thele, called the river Lame, gives 
the name ot Lough lane to this extenfive 
lake. 

Not far from hence is the Eagle’s Net, 
a mott fupendous rock, covered in many 
places with trees and fhrubs; in feveral 
cavities of which the land-eagle, and the 
ofprey, or water-eagle, build their ne fts ; 
and we faw them in our voyape often on 
the wing in pu ‘uit of their prey. Un- 
der this imimente rock we refted for {ome 
time, in order to try the echo, which 
has here a mott aftonihing effe@. Our 
fingle Freuch horn had the harmony of a 
full concert 3 and one difcharge of our 
little piece of cannon was multiplied in- 
to a thoufand reports, with this addi. 
tion, that when the founds feemed faint, 
and almoit expiring, thev revived apain, 
and then graduatly tubfided. It equals 
the moll tremendous thunder. 

There are feveral iflands, as well on 
the upper as lower lake, on which are 
many decaved hermitages, and ruined 
buildings, formerly facred to folitude, 
fandlity, religion. The upper lake 
is much more contraed in breadth than 
the lower; vet it is aid to cover a thoue 
fand acres of land: doubie that number 
forms the bed of the latter. The iflanda 
alfo on this are more numerous, and 10 
them nature exhibits a diferent afpe® : 
foine, for example, are crowned with 
trees, fhrube, and the inoft beautiful e- 
vergreens s others are covered with heath 
only, asthe Rabbit Hland. Donoghoe’s 
prifon is only a bare barren rocks while 

ire teeins lavith of her pifts to Innil- 
ifland upon any of thele 
ebove two miles in circume 
ference, and about a mile acrofs. The 
pafture of this itlandis fo rich, that x 
Fattens cattle foeper than any known 
part of the world; and that all the vear 
hound, without the neceflity of any kind 
of dev fodder. All forts of corn thrive 
imezingly; and fruits and garden: 
at maturity. Here ars 
t>e ruins of an encient monaltery, which 
© pied a large extent of ground, molt 
Cclightinily fituated, 
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pave name to the rock juft mentioned, 
and lived, I think, in the feventh cen- 
tury, having, on a quarrel with his fa- 
ther, ravaged the neighbouring country, 
the natives fled to Innisfallen ‘for fafety, 
with whatever fubftance they could fave, 
and lodged it in the facred afylum. He 
cated them with his followers, and, 
paying no aaa to the fan@uary, made 
a great flanghter even in the body of the 
afterwards carrying away what- 
ever plunder he could lay his hands on, 
The natives imagine, that at this tine 
there are valt riches lving buried in this 
i}end, and thrown into the lake. This

the country, and is famous in the old Trifh 
legends.

For, as will appear 
by the following account, thofe who have 
the nusfortune to be deaf, may now, not 
only be made acquainted with the great 
and defign of theic being, and their 
concern ina future ftate, but alfo may 
become very nfetul members of fociety, 
be enabled to do bufinefs, to a@ and 
judge for theinfelves; and relieve their 
parents and relations of a very great bure 
den, both in pomt of concern in mind, 
and expence of eftate. 

Mr Braidwood’s ficft pupil, a lad of 
fecenteen, fon to Alexander Shirreff, 
t Craigleith, near Edinburgh, left him 
ine Lime apo. He is now ftudying the lime 
ig-buiinefs. He reads anv Enalifh book 
dilftnétly, and underflands both the mean- 
ing and the grammatica! conftru@ion of 
the Englith Janguage thoronphiy. He ei- 

‘ef compoics or makes an anlwer toa let- 
ter, equal, if not {uperior, to moft people 
of bis ape. He writes with elegance, is 
thoroughly matter of arithmetic, book- 
Keeping, peopraphy, and converfes 
With eale. 

Mr Braidwood has feveral deaf pupils 
at pretent, who are ell making furpri- 
progrefs in their education. I fhall 
only mention the following as a fpeci-

A boy of nine, who has been eight 
mouths with him, reads any Englifh book 


flowly, and pronounces diftinaly, fo that 
any one who hears him, underftands with 
eale what he fays. He writes readily, 
can vary any verb, according to perion, 
number, time, and mood, arid is begun to 
learn arithmetic. 

Two young ladies, one of nine, and 
the other of feven, daugliters of the 
Rev. Mr Ropers at Shroton, near Bland- 
ford, Dortetihire, have been fix weeks 
under Mr Braidwoed’s care. They can 
pronounce all the letters and fimple ivl- 
lables diftinétly. 

Mils Me dcalfe, aged about twelve, 
daughter to Mr James Medcalfe at 
Churchftratton, in Shrepfhie, has been 
four weeks with him. She can pronounce 
near as diftinaly as the Mils Rogers. 
They were all born deaf, 

Mr Braidwood thinks, from the expe- 
rience he has had in teaching the dew, 
he may undertake to teach any one, of 
a tolerable genius, in the {pace of about 
three years, to fpeak and read dittinetly, 
to write readily, to perform the common 
rules of arithmetic, to underfland the 
meaning and the grammatical conttruc- 
tion of the Enelifh longuape, (fo as LO be 
able to compole, or to write an anfwer to 
a letter), and to have a tolerable notion 
of the principles of morality and religion, 
He has had deaf pupils, from twenty-five 
to feven years of ape; he finds the younp- 
er the pupils are, they pronounce the 
eafier. He has likewile had coufiderable 
fuceefs in correcting the cdefecis of per- 
fons who flutter, or have other impeci- 
ments in their ipeech. lam, Ge.

half a degree for more than a few days; and 
perhaps not fo long, if the cold be very in- 
tente : neverthelefs, that it is a ufeful and 
valuable invention, and, in conjunction with 
the obfervations of the diftance of the moon 
from the fun and fixed ftars, may be of con- 
fiderable advantage to navigation.” 

It appears to us, that our remarker has 
made fo notable a defence of himfelf, and 
et his ingenious and indefatigable labours, 
that we cannot but think it will be very in- 
cumbent on the aftronomer-royal to clear his 
own reputation from Mr H.’s charge, not 
oaly of grofs ignorance in mechanics, but of 
having (in his procedure relative to the cele- 
brated machine in queftion) been influenced 
by feltith views. Mr M. he afferts, is, in a 
pecuniary way, interefted in another method

Mofl Holy Father, 

Your Holinefs is well perfuaded, that 
the prft obligation «of a fovereipn is, to 
Watch over the quict prefervation of his 
dominions, and the good behaviour and 
interior peace of his fubje@ts. To fulfil 
this duty, I have found myfelf under a 
preffing neceflity to refolve upon the im- 
mediate expulfion, from my dominions, 
om ell the Jefuits who are eftablified in 
them; ano to tranfport them into the 
Cominions of the Church, to be under 
the immediate, wite, and holy direAion 
vt your Bleflednefs, the Moft Worthy 
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Father and Matter of all the Faithful. 

It might be thonght q want of due 
confideration, to burden the Apoitolic 
Chamber, by obliging it to maintain thefe 
fathers, whofe lot it has been to be bora 
iny fubjeéts, if [had not, as Ihave done, 
made a preventive difpofition, to furnith 
each perfon, for life, with a fuilicient 
falary to maintain him. 

On this fuppofition, I befeech your 
linefs, to regard this my relolution, 
ply, as an indifpentable forecatt and du- 
ty, taken up with previeus mature exa- 
mination, and profound meditation. In 
doing me this jultice, your Holinefs will 
afluredly lend me your /icly and apoffolic 
bencadiGdion upon this, as 1 deiive you, up- 
on all my aétions, directed, in the fame 
manner, to the greater honour and glory 
of God.

Hking, ard ¢ 
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quite naked, tying her hands acrofs with 
a cord, fometimes fixed to a water-nipe, 
and jometimes to a ttuple in a beam in 
the kitchen under ground, ftriking her 
over all parts of her body and head, un- 
derpretence that fhe had not worked hard 
enough; that, particularly, on the 3:/t 
of July laft, her miftrefs obliged the de- 
ceaied to ftrip berfelf naked, and then 
tied her up to the {taple in the beam, and 
beat her with a whale-bone riding: whip, 
on feveral parts of her body, and, with 
the butt-end, divers times about the 
hesd, the blood gufhing from her head, 
and other parts of her body; that the 
repeated fuch ill ulage that day, five fe- 
veral times afterwards ; that the deceafed 
continued bleeding, from her head and 
{houlders, from that time tll the 4th in- 
ftant, when the was conveyed to the 
workhoufe, no dreflings having been ap- 
plied to her wounds. — Mean-while the 
parifh-oflicers advertiled a reward for ap- 
prebending Mrs Brownrig and her fon; 
cautioning all perfons not to conceal them, 
becawle by the ftatute 5? Ann. ** any pers 
fon harbouring perions guilty of felony, 
ce. are equaily guilty with the principals, 
and are liable tofuder death.” In confe- 
quence of this advertifement, the mo- 
ther and fon were taken at a chandler’s 
in Wand{worth, and committed to the 
Poultry compter on the 16th. Jn order 
to fecrete themieives they pafied tor man 
and wife, lay together in the fame bed, 
and kept themfelves very retired. The 
matler of the fhop, however, reading the 
advertifement deferibing their perfonss 
and otlering a reward fer apprehending 
them, thought he could perceive fome fe 
militude hetween the perions defcribed, 
and his lodeers; and, without taking a- 
Ny notice of his intentions, fet out for Lon: 
don, 2nd acquainted Mr Owen, churel- 
warden of St Dunftan’s, with bis fafpr- 
cions; who, with two conftabies, imme- 
diately fet out for Wandiworth, where 
they found the mother in bed, and ‘the 
fon walking aboutthe room. They were 
fo dilpulfed, that the conflables, who were 
well acquainted with them betore, could 
hardly know them. Upon entering ihe 
priion the mother fell into fits, which 
continued, and prevented her being ez 
amined. On the aift, John, the tom 
was examined lefore the Lord Mayor; 
when the furviving girl depoied, that 2 
bout fix months apo the faid John beat 
the decealed, with the buckleeend of a 
thick leather belt, till the bleod ran a 
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her head, neck, and fhoulders, (feveral 
wounds {he had before received being but 
‘kinned over); becaufe the did not 
turn up a bedftead, though (as appeared 
to the deponent) fhe had not ttrength to 
do it; and that about three months apo 
the faid John came into the cellar jutt af- 
ter his: mother had been horfewhipping 
the deceafed, who was then naked, when 
the former told him, thet though fhe had 
beaten the girl feverety, vet fhe could not 
make her do anv thing, and bid hin whip 
her; whereupon he gave the deceated a- 
bout twenty cuts with the lafh of the 
whip ; after which the mother and fon 
went awav, leaving the poor creature na- 
ked. The witnels having added, that 
the fon had not, to her knowledge, beat 
the deceafed after the laft-mentioned time, 
and it being the opinion of the furgeons, 
that the wounds which occafioned her 
death, were thofe which fhe received on 
the 31ft ult. and the whippings given by 
the fon being before that time, he was 
not judged accefliry to the murder; and 
was ordered to be ditcharged; but it was 
recommended to him, to defire to return 
to the compter, and continue there a few 
days, till it could be known whether the 
parith-othcers had any other charge a- 
geinft him.

wie refpe& to the prohibiting the ex- 
portation of corn for a fhort time, 
or until a meeting of parliament can be 
conveniently called, I do not know that 
the power of the crown was ever que- 
{tioned, or thought to be of dangerous 
confequence, before the union of the 
crowns: for fuch a fearcity of corn may 
happen abroad, and fuch extenfive com- 
miffions from thence may be received by 
our corn merchants and faétors, that if they 
were all to be complied with, there would 
not be corn enough left in this kingdom 
for fupplying our own people with bread 
at any price, until the new crop could be 
brought in; and of this our government 
may not heve received any certain infor- 
marion, until after our parliament has 
been in April or May prorogued for two or 
three months. In this cafe, fhould our 
minifters leave it in the option of our 
corn merchants and fudtors to enrich them- 
felves hy ftarving their fellow-fubjects? 
@r thould they advife the King to prohi- 
bit, by proclamation, the export ition of 
corn, notwithftanding its then felling at 
fuch a price as would intitle the exporter 
to the bounty ellowed by law, and con- 
fequently much below the price at which 
corn is allowed to be imported by aét 22° 
Car. II. cap. 13.? To thefe queftions 
every man who has any regard for his 
country will, I believe, anfwer, that our 
minifters are in fuch cafe in duty bound 
to advile their fovereign to exert the 
power or prerogative I have mentioned, 
and by virtue thereof to prohibit, by 
proclamation, the exportation of corn, 
cc. for a fhort time, and until a par- 
liament can conveniently aflembled: 
therefore, from coinmon fenfe, as well as 
froin the neceflity of the thing itfelf, we 
mult conclude, that this prerogative is not 
atlected or limited by any of thofe late 
acts which permit or reward the exporta- 
tion of corn when it does not exceed the 
prices there retpeétively mentioned. 

I have faid, thofe late aéts, becaufe in 
encrent times, though by Magna Charia 
itlelf a freedom of trade was provided 


for foreigners as well as for our own peo- 


ple, vet fuch care was taken of our own:

Henry VI. an act was pafled, for permit - 
ting the tranfportation or the exporta- 
tion of corn to friends without any li- 
cence, when wheat did not exceed 6°. 
8d. per quarter, without any provifo im 
the a@t but that of paying the duties ; 
which aé& was in the 23d of the fame 
reign made perpetual : confequently there 
could be from henceforth no occation fur 
any fuch provifo; becaufe, if wheat ex- 
ceeded that price, it could not be exports 
ed, or even tranfported, as appears by 
the preamble of the laft ad, without 2 
licence; and if fold under that price, 
there could be no occafion for prohibiting 
the exportation or tranfportation. Ac- 
cordingly, from this time we find no aé& 
for permnitting the tran {portation of corn, 
until the 1{t and 2d of Philip and Mary, 
when an aét was patkd, for prohibiting 
the exportation, and regulating the tranf- 
portation, of corn, under fevere penal- 
ties; but permitting both, corn did 
not exceed the common prices following, 
viz. wheat 6s. Sd. rye 4s. barley 3s. 
per quarter; which act concludes with a 
provifo, That it fall not be hurtful to 
the Queen’s jurifdi¢tion of admiraltv. But 
by the a& 1° Eliz. cap. 11. the liberty 
of exporting corn feems to be confined to 
the ufual ports in Norfolk and Sutfolk; 
and, even from them, only when the 
prices did not exceed, of wheat 6s. 8d. 
of malt or barley 5s. 4 d. of oats or oat- 
meal 2s. of peafe or beans 4s. and of 
rye 58. perquarter. Then, by the act 
5° Eliz. cap. 5. § 26. exportation out of 
fuch ports as by proclamation fhould be 
appointed, was allowed to all ber Maje- 
fiy’s fubjeéts in their own fhips, fo that 
the prices did not exceed. of wheat 10s. 5 
of rye, peafe, or beans, 8 s.; and of bar. 
ley or malt 6s. 8d. per quarter; which, 
if paid in gold, was but a little above 
the former prices, confidering the ditfer- 
ent value of gold im tale. But again, 
by the a@ 13° Eliz. cap. 13. there was 
to be no exportation of corn, unlefs al- 
lowed, after a proper inquiry, bv the 
Lord Prefident and Council in the North, 
by the Lord Prefident and Council in 
Wales, the Jultices of Aflize in their fef- 
fions, or by a majority of the juftice 

Peace in their quarter-fetlions, 

their refpective jurifdiions of count 
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and that allowance confirmed or altered 
by her Majefty; but provided that the 
crown might, at @d/ times, bv proclama- 
tion, prohibit, generally or particularly, 
any e¥portation of corn. And, 
by the a&t 35° Fiz. cap. 7. § 23. the 
pernninen granted by the fiid act 5° Eliz. 
is again pranted, when corn did not ex- 
eced the folowing rates, vz, wheat 205.5 
rye, peate, and beans, 13s. 4d.3 and 
barley or malt 12s. per quarter; but by 
tne 3ad claule of the fame aét it is provi- 
ced, that the crown may, at ai! times, 
hy prociamation, prohibit the exportation 
of com, generaiivy or particularly, for 
fuch time as be therein limited. 
From the ditizrent prices of corn h- 
nited by thete two acts, we may fee what 
an extraordinary plut of gold and filver 
had, in that interval, been brought imto 
tins countev, by the many rich prizes ta- 
Ken from the Spaniards after the Quren’s 
breach with the crown of Spain in 1549, 
wud by tie multitude of Flemith manutac- 
Lorers thot were about the fame Uimedriven 
trom their own country, and obliged to 
come and fettle in this. By thefle means, 
and by the etfeét of cur happy con!itu- 
tien, which difperfed the money fo taken 
amongit a great number of people, fuch 
a quantity of money had been brought 
inte this country, and made to circulate 
among the people, that ihe value of it 
wes very much lowered, and coniequent- 
ty the price of everv thing raifed much

the new crop; which was the caufe of 
that aftonithing difference in the price of 
corn at different tines, that appears 
Uhvough the whole courfe of our biftory, 
even fo far down as the reign of Q. Eli- 
fabeth; and even in her reign an excef- 
five exportation was too often allowed; 
though by the faid a& of the 13th of her 
reign, the jultives of the peace had a 
power, with the Quecn’s approbation, te 
prevent it in their refpedtive counties *, 

By that aét fhe thought fhe had provie 
ded acertain and infallible method for 
preventing, in all time to come, any dan- 
perous exportation of our corn: for the 
chief magiftrates in every part of Eng- 
land were thereby dire@ed, upon con- 
ference had with the inhabitants of the 
country, of the cheapnelS or dearth of 
anv of the faid kinds of gram within their 
re{pective jurildictions, by their difcretion 
vearly to determine, whether it fhili he 
meet at any time to permit any graiuto 
be carried out of the realm, by anv port 
within their feveral jurifdidtion:; and lo 
(hall, in writing under their bands and 
feals, make a determination, either for 
perwiflion or prohibition, and the fame 
caule to be by the theritf publithec, as 
proclamations ufually are; which ‘hall 
continue in force for the time, manner, 
and place, therein expreffed, until alter- 
ed, or otherwife ordered; except in ihe 
mean time altered or countermanded by 
the Queen, her heirs or fucceflors. Pro- 
vided, that none of thele determinations 
fhould be publithed until notified to the 
Queen, or her privy council, and by ber 
or them approved. There was another 
provifo, for the payment of the pounds 
age; and athird, for preferving the power 
of the crown to prohibit exportatioa by 
proclamation, either generally or parte 
cularlv. 

To this law it is probable the Queen 
trufted for the prevention of any excel- 
five exportation of our corn, and there 
fore did not prevent it by proclamation; 
and as it this act there was no price limit: 
ed, no exporter had anv occafion to apply 
for a licence; fo that it was now become 
the general way of thinking, that every 
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man had liberty to export corn when it 
was not prohibited by the Queen’s procla- 
mation, or by order of the magittrates 
impowered by this a& to prohibit the 
forme. But neither the Queen nor her 
minitters contidered, that the care of pre- 
ventog the exportation was by this act 
committed to thole who, by their private 
and immediate ipterett, mutt always be 
under 2 great temptation to encourage 
and promote the exportation; for in all 
countries il ts the private and immediate 
jutereft of the holders, as well as the oc- 
cupiers of their lands, to raife the price 
of every thiag produced in thole Lands ; 
and as the juilices of the peace always 

confifted of the chief landholders in each 
county, it could not, from the nature of 
mankind, be expectet, that a majority 
ot them would ever concur in prohibiting 
the exportation of their corn, until they 
were torced todo fo by the dillrels and 
Outcries, perbaps the riots, of the indu- 
firious poor: that is to fay, they mipht 
at he forced to think of remedying, 
it potlible; but they would never of then 
felves think of preventing fuch a mit- 
fortune as might be brought upen the 
Nation by au exceilve exportation of our 
corn.

IT may fay, it continued upon the fume 
focting unti! the reftoration of Charles H. 
But the civil war that happened in the 
reign of CharlesI. and the many changes 
that were afterwards made in our reli- 
gion and form of government, turned 
the heads of our farmers and country- 
gentlemen fo much to the cultivation of 
what they called religion and liberty, — 
that they negle&ed the cultivation of our 
lands; by which fuch a fearcity of corn 
was brought upen the nation, that, in 
the year 1648, our wheat rofe to 41. 5s. 
per quarter; and from the year 1646 to 
1660, both inclufive, the price, upon an 
average, continued at the following rates, 
viz. 21.178. for wheat, and 1}. ras. 
for malt, perquarter; which gave the 
reftoration-parliament a pretence toraile 
the faid rates of our corn to 40s. for 
wheat, 24s. for rye, beans, and peale, 
20s. for barley and malt, and 16's. for 
oats, by their at 12° Charles Il. cap.

As there awag not in either of the two 
aéts 1 have lait mentioned, a claufe for 
enabling the crown to probibit the expore 
tation of corn by proclamation, notwith- 
ftanding the general liderty thereby grant- 
ed, the conititutional or common-law 
prerogative of the crown was thereby ve- 
ry much abridged: for unlefs the price 
rofe to above the rates therein mention- 
ed, no (uch proclamation could have been 
ilued with effect; becaule if a fhip had 
been flopped by virtue of fuch a procia- 
mation, the proprietors of both thip and 
cargo would have had aétions, and would 
have recovered damages againit the of- 
ficers who had Mopped her; but if the 
price rofe to above ghofe rates, fuch a 
proclamation might have been ifjued with 
effect ; for at common jaw no corn could 
be exported without a licence general or 
fpecial. And by thé fame aéts they took 
care that the price of our corn fhould not 
be reduced below thofe rates by the im- 
portation of any fort of corn; for they 
laid a heavy duty upen all corn imported, 

Fiom thefe ne hy we may be- 
lieve, our landholders fjoon founda bene-

tion ; for though the con{titutional prero- 
pative of the crown hed been taken a- 
way by act of parliament, yet the King, 
as fupreme mepitirate of our common- 
wealth, bad a power, founded, not up- 
on our con{titution, or the conftitution 
of any country, but upon that fupreme 
and eternal law of reafon, Salus populi 
Juprema lex efto. 

Tiis power, therefore, can never be 
exercii:d but upon fome fudden and ex- 
traordinary emergency. For as to all 
ordinary cafes, and fuch as mipht often 
happev, they have been provided for by 
thole prerogatives of the crown that have 
been edtablifhed by the wifdom of our 
ancetiors, and not abrogated or reftrain- 
ed by any ftatute, confequently make 
Part of our common law. Therefore the

This account of our laws and regula 
tions, relating to the importation and ex- 
portation of corn, I thought necetlary 
upon the prefent occafion, as it feems 
not to have been properly attended to b 
fome of thofe who have written upon this 
fubject ; and from this account, I believe, 
it will appear, that our laws made fince 
the reftoration for preventing the im- 
portation, and for encouraging, as well 
as permitting, the exportation of corn, 
proceeded from too great a jealoufy of the 
power of the crown, from not duly con- 
fidering the fundamental principles of 
trade and commerce, and from a too par- 
tic] repard to the immediate intereft of 
our lancholders ; therefure a thorough re- 
formation of all thole laws, and a new 
and general regulation with refpeét to the 
importation and exportation of corn;

to a general embarg» upon the exporte= 
tron of corn: for a particular em >irgo, 
that is to fay, a prohibition of the expor- 
tation ofcorn by proclamation from any owe 
county, or from one or more particular 
ports, ought never to be allo wed 5 becaufe 
it may be made a job of by minifers, and 
was, I believe, the caule of the p eropa- 
tive’s beinp at latt quite abolifhed, hy the 
a& 22° Car. II. cap. And as to 
that of allowing 4 bounty upon the expor- 
tation of our corn, of wheat for example, 
when it fells at or under 48°. per quarter, 
it is furprifing bow it could ever be thought 
of, and much more furprifing how it could 
have been fo long continued, in fuchsa 
country as this, which depends fo mughe 
upon trade and manufectures, and where 
the remote and permanent intereft, everz 
of our Jandbolders themielves, depends fo 
much upon our trade and manutactures. 
Can any man think, that we could have 
fo many populous cities, towns, and eil- 
lages, if we had no manufadtures, but on- 
ly ior our own confumption? Can any 
man dream, that our lands would let at 
fuch high rents, or produce fo much ei- 
ther of corn or grats, fhould moft of thofe 
cities, towns, and villages, become delo- 
late? Cuanwe find a foreign, or even am 
ultramarine market, for any of our home 
manufadawes, unlefs we can fell than as 
cheap a8 they can be liad trom any other 
comrtry? 

If our landholders confider this, they 
with facrifice every little felfifly view of 
prefent interett, to the pernianent inter- 
eft of their country and their poiteritys 
and it they do, they will agree, that ne 
exportation of corn oupht to be allowed 
after our wheat comes to fell here at home 
for more than 225. per quarter ; and that if 
anv bounty be ever allowed, it ought tobe 
only when cur bett wheat is fold here at 
home for 24s. fer Quarter or under. Thele 
prices I have mentioned unly by way of ex- 
emple, becaufe it has been faid by a vero 
fenfible writer upon this fubjedt, that the 
wheat of Sicily, which ix better than 
Britith, is generally fol! for about 30s. 
per quarter ; and that the Polith wheat, 
which is not quite fo good as Britivh, is 
fer 24% per quarter,
